Since a 
stite of “no war, no peace” is un- 
tenable in the tong term, as well as 
encouraging radicalization, the only 
real way out for them is to advance 
the peace process. 

The pragmatic approach makes 
this not onty desirable but also 
legitimate. In the same way that it 
tends to defend the legitimacy of ex- 
isting stale structures in the Middle 
East, it increases readiness to ac- 
cept the legilimacy of the State of 
Israel within secure and recognized 
borders. Dealing with interior 
political, economic and social 
problems in a pragmatic way de- 
mands ἃ degree of tranquillity and 
lessens considerably the importance 
of the struggle against Israel. 

Su much for the positive aspects. 
One must now, however, overlook 
the negative ones, 

The first danger is, of course, that 
radical forces will overthrow the 
pragmatic ruling classes in Egypt, 
Jordan, Saudi Arabia and 
elsewhere. Taking Iran as an exam- 
ple, ane may draw the conclusion 
that while the danger does exist in 
the long term, it is not imminent. 

The Islamic fundamentalists and 
Ayatolluh Khomeini gained power 
because of three main factors: 
suciv-economic forces which drove 
former would-be supporters of the 
Shah into the Islamic fundamen- 
tulist. camp and strengthened the 
revolutionary element of the op- 
Position; the ideological, political 
and organizational power of Shi'a 


Islam and the Iranian Shi'ite clergy, 
and a failure of leadership — the 
Shah und his advisers could not rival 
the effective leadership of 
Khomeini. 

Similar socio-economic processes 
are al work in Egypt, producing 
similar tendencies towards 
radicalism, These found expression 
during the riots of January 1977 and 
those which followed Sadat's assas- 
sination. However, the effect of fun- 
damentalist [stam in Egypt is only 
purtially comparable to that in Iran. 
While-it is true that fundamentalist 
alliludes are widely accepted in 
both educated and uneducated cir- 
eles, the Egyptian Sunni clergy do 
nol oppose the present regime or 
challenge its power. Moreover, no 
politicul alliance has becn es- 
tablished between the Sunni clergy 
and popular Islamic opposition 
forces in Egypt, as happened in Iran 
long before the revolution. Finally, 
President Hosni Mubarak, said to 
be relatively popular at home, is 
cerlainly fur less provocative not 
only than the Shah was in Iran, but 
than Sadat. 

In Jordan and Saudi Arabia, 
economic-prosperity has improved 
the living conditions of relatively 
large groups of the population, 
preventing socio-economic-based 
revolutionary unrest, 

There is also less evidence of in- 
ternal Islumic opposition. The 
threat to both the Jordanian and the 
Saudi regimes comes cither from 
external radical forces or from the 
pragmatic, well-established forces 


of other Arab nutionalities, mainly 
the Palestinians. The immediate 
danger of an Islamic fundamentalist” 
luke-over ἃ /a Khomeini in these 
countries is relatively small; a 
greater danger is that interior and 
exterior pressures on Egypt, Jordan 
and Suudi Arabia will make more 
radical policies advisable from a 
Pragmatic point of view. 


AS A MATTER of fact, we are 
alrendy witnessing this 
Phenomenon. ‘Two examples will 
suffice, 

During the first year after Sadat's 
ussassinatiun, Mubarak was already 
trying to move closer to the Soviet 


. Union. The pragmutic advantages 


of such a step seemed obvious, As 
fur as domestic affairs were con- 
cerned, il promised to split the lef- 
tist Nusserist opposition from the 
Islamic fundamentalist one. In 
foreign affuirs, it seemed likely to 
enable Cairo to exert more pressure 
on both Washington and Jerusalem. 
The scheme failed in its very early 
stages, for a very simple reason. The 
mere rumour of a rapprochement 
belween Cairo and Moscow caused 
a flight of lucal and foreign capital 
from Egypt. Thus, from a pragmatic 
viewpoint, the tactic was counter- 
productive. 

Mubarak is currently making a 
more sophisticated move in the 
same direction by adopting a policy 
of support for the PLO and 
demanding total Israeli withdrawal 
from the West Bank and Gaza, 
while maintaining a distinctly pro- 


American posture, The immediate 
pragmutic gains are again obvious: 
these policies may accelerate 
Egypt's return to the Arab world, 
bringing substantial economic gains 
(o the Egyptians. And al home, they 
will again tend to split the oppasi- 
tion and may silence some critics. 

Yet, pragmatically speaking, 
there is a limil to these policies, 
Mubarak and his advisers know well 
enough that they are unacceptable 
not only to Jerusalem, but also to 
Washington, and that therefore they 
can only prolong the present 
political stalemate, The stagnation 
of the peace process can only creale 
further internal pressures, en- 
couraging further radicalization. 

In other words, although “radical 
prugmatism” can be an effective in- 
strument of short-term policy (and 
may well be planned to last over the 
period of the American presidential 
cumpaign, with a vole face after 
November), in the medium and long 
term they present a danger not only 
to Israel and the U.S., but to the 
Anib regimes who pursue it, This 
obviously also holds true for Jordan. 

It may be clever for King Hussein 
to stall and adopt dilatory tactics, 
not only becuuse of the U.S, elec- 
tions, -but also in order to out- 
maneuver PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat. However, in the final 
anulysis, Hussein will only be able 
to prevent n process of radicaliza- 
tion at home when he can show 
himself cupuble of changing the 
slatus quo, which is equally uncom- 
fortable for Palestinians and other 


Arabs. 

The policies of the Israeli 
government during the last two 
years have, to a certain extent, in- 
creased the pressure for radicaliza- 
tion in the Arab world, The war in 
Lebanon in many ways undermined 
the position of the moderates. Egypt 
in particular has been charged with 
the accusation that its policies 
enabled Israel to strike against 
Lebanon. Moreover, Israel has, 
albeit unwillingly, enhanced the 
prestige of radical forces like the 
Syrians, the Druse, Abu Mussa's 
section of the PLO and the Shi'ite 
forees which have accepted the 
direct involvement of Khomeini's 
Iranian instructors. 

Neither radical nor pragmatic 
Arab elements can accept the status 
quo, Success will merely urge the 
radicals [Ὁ even greater extremism, 
while the pragmatists will be pres- 
sured into action. 

Anyone in f{srael who believes 
thal the present situation can be 
maintained for an unlimited period 
of time is harhouring a dangerous il- 
lusion. A slagnation of the peace 
process can only encourage further 
radicalization in the Arab world, 
threatening the achievements of the 
last decade, This would be all the 
most puinful since the development 
of Arab pragmatism does offer a 
genuine chance to advance the 
Arab-Israeli peace process in acon- 
structive and mutually advan- 
(ageous wiy. Q

Yugoslavian Jews including Arye 
and Blanca Stern was ushered into 
an inn in an Italian village not far 
from Venice. Tables with white 
tablecloths and laden with food 
lined the main roam and smiling vil- 
lagers were gathered about. It took 
i Moment before the refugees, who 
had for months been living with the 
fear of imminent death, realized 
that the banquet was for them. 

The Sterns were among sotre 
6,000 Yugoslavian Jews whose lives 
were saved by Italians during World 
War II in an effort as redeeming of 
the human spirit as the rescue of the 
Danish Jewish community but far less 
well known. 

“{'m obsessed with what the 
Italians did for the Jews," said Arye 
Stern in an interview before he died 
last month in Ferusatem. “1 vowed 
that if | got out alive 1 would find a 
way of thanking them,” he teld me.’ 
A few months ago, the retired hotel 
employee helped found an 
organization, Gratitdine alla’ 
Popotazione faliana, which within 
the next few months will formaily 
present an album of thanks to the 
ttalian quthorities, 

Unlike the smuggling of the 
Danish Jews to Sweden in small 
boats overnight, the rescue of 
Yugoslavian Jews by Italy was an ef- 
fort thut lasted for years. It bested 
murderous German efficiency with 
mind-boggling Mediterranean 
bureaucracy and involved a cross- 
section of the population from the 
political and military elites to pea- 
sants and policemen. 

Of the 60,000 Jews in Yugoslavia, 
only some 6,000 made it to the part 
of Croatia controlled by the Italians 
in April, 194, after the rest of 

Croatia was occupied, 


SCHOLAR Daniel Carpi has gone 
ihrough hundreds of documents 
from the Italian Foreign Ministry 
which’ reveal how the Italian 
government and military, motivated 
by humanitarian concerns, thwarted 
‘German and Croatian demands for 
the surrender of these Jews.

Stern cycled to sur- 
rounding villages to consult with 
Jews who had been dispersed on a 
course of action, Some of the Italian 
villagers told the Jews that they 
would hide them if the Germans 
came. However, the village priest in 
Sissuno approached the Sterns and 
told them (t would nol be safe. He 
uve (hein a letter to a priest in a vil- 
age on the Swiss border who, he 
said, would help them crass. 
Meanwhile, the wife of one of the 
villuge officials gave thom blank 
identity curds. ‘The Sterns inserted 
their pictures and lyped in their new 
name, Stureni, 
Blunca was in her eighth month 
of pregnancy, bul the Sterns made it

priest found a smuggler who 
brought them across into 
Switzerland, 

The young Jew with the Italian 
girlfriend stayed behind and was 
captured hy the Germans, He and

The Italians also saved thousands 
of other Jewish Tefugees; but the 
Yugoslavian Jews comprised the 
largest single group, says Grosser, 
who in 1938 emigrated to Italy from 
Germany.

ISRAELIS will have a unique op- 
porlunily to see some of the gems 
from the Uffizi's collection of 16th 
and [7th century drawings and 
prints starting Tuesday. The famed 
Museum of Florence, which houses 
the Medici family collection put 
fogether over two centuries, was 
originally designed us the Medici of- 
fices fuffizi) a little-over 400 years 
ago. To mark the occasion, it hus 
put together a travelling show of 50 
mastervorks from its collection of 
drawings :ind prints by Renaissance 
miuslers. 

The Medicis ran the political and 
econumic life of Florence for over 
two centuries; the merehant 
bankers became ducul princes, 
Their own search for a cultural and 
intellectual counterweight led them 
to hecome the world's most impor- 
tant patrons of the arts. Today the 
Uffizi houses not only a magnificent 
callection of early Italian paintings 
tind sculptures, but also of Dutch 
and Flemish art. 

The art that flowered in the 
Renuissance wus all based on draw- 
ing, the influence of which was so 
great that the drawn approach to 
painting remained in force well into 
this century; one of its most famous 
modern exponents was Picasso, who 
temained a linear composer of 
paintings until’ the end, For 
hundreds of years all Western 
puinting has been based on linear 
premises, Problems of character, 
subject, mood, light and shade, 
design and composition were all 
solved in the preliminary study 
stage. These preliminary drawings 
were then worked up into the final 
cartoon, not the cartoon of today's 
newspaper, but a full-size mock-up 
of the puinting-to-be, The com- 
pleted composition was usually 
made in chalk and charcoal on huge 
sheets of brown paper: cartone, in 
Italian, is simply a large sheet of 
paper. 

The cartoon was rubbed or 
pricked through onto the painting 
field, or enlarged onto a wall by 
means of a grid. With all the linear 
and tonal problems solved, colour 
came last. [t was glazed-over the 
drawing, which was sometimes

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THE KOL DEMAMA Dance Com- 
pany gave a demonstration of what 
it does and how it works in the Tel 
Aviv Museum — and there was 
more to il than met the eye. 

Before the programme began, 
Moshe Efrati, founder-direetor- 
crealor-choreographer of the com- 
pany, tried out the mechanical aids 
whereby he has so successfully in- 
tegrated deaf und hearing dancers, 
The method is vibrational: the air 
stirred with the whirring and throb- 
bing, the thumping and beating on 
the ground going on off-stage. 

There were also written explana- 
tions of the basic method that Efrati 
has devised to teach deaf dancers 
and to integrate them, His foreword 

‘said: “My hearing dancers have 
learned from them new ways of self- 
expression and my deaf dancers 
have learned from the hearing ones 
Llechnical accuracy and professional 
attitude." 4 

During the demonstration, com- 
pere Arie Yass pointed out that 
Efrati had chosen parts of the com- 
pany’s repertoire to show the 
processes he used to create the 
dances und communication 
between the dancers, He said that 
vibrations set up by Efrati's 
methods ta make links between 
deaf and hearing went through the 
feet and “up to the knees” of the 
dancers. 

What emerged on stage was that, 
whatever the way of creating these 
links, the choreography did not look 
us If it made any concessions to 
dancers’ limitations. There was no 
downgrading of content, The moves 
justified themselves and yet showed 
ΠΟ seam between those who did and 
those who didn’t hear the music. 

Music there was aplenty — and

percussive sound and the voices of 
the deaf to give support and shape 
to the performance. 


SIX OF THE eleven dancers who 
appeared were deaf (1 was told), but 
the only ones { could identify were 
those whom Yass indicated. One of 
these, Amnon Damti, already 
known for his exceptional abilities, 
participated in highly complicated 
duets with hearing dancers Esther 
Nadler and Gabi Barr.

anywhere else in the world has 
achieved this successful integration 
of deaf and hearing, and one can 
well believe it. 

Efrali has achieved it through 
rhythmic structure — through 
mechanical aids, but also through 
human understanding. The salient 
feature in all stages of the 
demonstration was that it was un- 
mistakably dance — not necessarily 
symmetrical movement (though 
there was that too), nor abstract 
dance (bodles are never abstract), 
nor just march routines (though 
these were also cunningly utilised). 

Efrati started the demonstration 
with thumping a thick stick on the 
floor, but there was something 
more, “Half the dancers depend on 
the body language of their fellow 
dancers,” said the written text, and 
lt mentioned the use of eyes and 
slapping, touching, stroking, apply- 


ing pressure, stiffening the body or 
just breathing. Yet in the perfor- 
mance not these details but the 
sense of communication dominated 
the movement, Only occasionally 
when a dancer stumped a foot was 
any signal perceptible. 

The text aso said: “In solo a deaf 
dancer can jump out from a group 
and perform his role in full con- 
fidence that he will get a closing 
signal that will return him to the 
group.” In actual performance, few 
such signals could be detected — 
and certainly not in duets and trios. 
In some duets the intimacy between 
the deaf and hearing amounted to 
romuntic even erotic expression and 
almost created # “story.”

Now Efrati has embarked on a 
project to expand his company and 
its framework. He has starled a 
“reserve section” which will serve 
as a “pool” in future years, prepar- 
ing both hearing and deaf dancers 
to work together and express their 
talents'in various ways.

The 
reserve will be limited to 20, 


BARRY SWERSKY, general ma- 
nager of the Bat-Dor Dance 
Company and Israel representative 
on the dance commiltee of the 
International Theatre Institute 
(IT), has been active as convener 
of the ITI choreographic copyright 
working group. 

In a recent report he stressed that 
the research into the problem re- 
quires both a dance personality and 


ἃ legal figure in cach country (he is 
himself a lawyer) in order to make a 
survey of the stale of choreographic 
copyright in each. 

He has been working with Sibylle 
Schlatter-Krueger, a copyright 
lawyer in Munich, West Germany, 
and she has now juined the working 
group and made a brilliaot 
preliminary report. She has defined 
a choreugraphie work us a “stige 
dance, ie. a dance primarily and 
only destined to be shown on a stage 
or elsewhere to an audience," nol 
something merely for dancers to en- 
jey or “to help dancers or audience

Surveys have been received from 
several countries on conditions 
reluting to choreographic copyright, 
and a seminar was held at the 
London Polytechnic resulting in an 
action committee to seek amend- 
ments to British copyright law. 

A startling revelation was that 
though American copyright law 
now makes provision for 
choreographic copyright, with 
registration as a pre-condition, very 
few choreographic works have so 
far heen registered. 

One of the main questions is 
whether the establishment of legal 
tights in ἃ country would be suf- 
ficient to enforce those rights inter- 
nationally in a practical fashion, 


MOSHE ROMANO, whe resigned 
as artistic director of the Batsheva 
Company last year (after serving for 
two and a half years), is back in the 
London Contemporary Dance 
Theatre, as assistant to the direc- 
tors.

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THEATRE attendance in Israel is 
one of the highest in the world, even 
though more than half the popula- 
tion do not know the language well, 
or have no theatre-going tradition in 
their background. There are on 
gtage at the moment 30 plays of what 
is usually called “legitimate™ 
theatre, 19 plays for children and 
youth, and al least another 10 shows 
listed under “entertainment™ which 
may be regarded as theatre. 


Isracli productions have for many 
years been fairly evenly divided be- 
tween foreign and native works, and 
much of the best of the world reper- 
toire cun be scen here, although 
French and German drama are 
strangely neglected. Our theatrical 
standard, however, is in general far 
below the level we have reached in 
the field of music. On the other 
hand, most Israeli plays, and some of 
the adapted ones, deal with subjects 
that are of interest to us cither direct- 
ly or symbolically. 


The following is a short report on 
just four of the shows now to be seen 
in Israel. None of them is very im- 
portant as theatre; nor are the per- 
formances very goad. Great or good 
performances are few, and they must 
grow out of the grass roots of a 
theatre culture, and an interested 
and attentive audience, All of them 
ure worth seeing, for one reason or 
another.

Brief encounters 


THEATRE/Uri Rapp 


O Marginal Case (Mikreh Gyul), at 
the Tel Aviv Tzuvta, written and 
directed by Ruth Chazan, is an im- 
Proved version of a play that has 
already been seen here. It deals once 
again with the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict, but from a different angle. 
This is a confrontation between Gol- 
da Meir and the very much younger 
Raymonda Tawil, the poet and intel- 
lectual spokeswoman of the Palesti- 
nian movement. The dialogue, 
based mainly on the two women's 
autobiographies, is cleverly written. 
The confrontation starts on a hostile 
note, with mutual shouting, and re- 
fusal to listen to each .other. Posi- 
tions are taken, arguments stated. 
Slowly, in the second part, they start 
talking to each other on a more 
personal level, but their conversa- 
tion is still pervaded by politics, since 
theirs have been political lives. The 
exchange gradually becomes very 
sentimental and melodramatic, 
which detracts from its effect. 
Chazan intends to be impartial; 
both women are allowed to present 
their strongest arguments, and hit

the other's at their weakest points. If 
the Palestinian side fares better ~

In the end, the outcome is dis- 

couraging; politically, there are no 
real meeting-points; the one level of 
possible mutual understanding is the

Thisis very much a 
woman's play. 
OActors Act Aciors at Neveh Tzedek 
is very much an actor’s play, or 
rather a revue. The director, Oded 
Kotler, and five actors, have great 
fun in a kind of psychodrama in 
which theatre people thrash out their 
own problems. They have put 
together bits and pieces from other 
plays and performances, and have 
also invented some stage and some 
behind-the-scenes business. 

The connecting story is thin and 
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unconvincing, and when a piece of 
Buchner or Chekhov is introduced, 
one immediately realizes the import- 
ance of well-written dialogue: the 
actors’ own contributions are rather 
flat. Still, they are full of energy and 
enthusiasm, the revue keeps up a 
good pace, and much of the theatre 
lore is quite interesting. Of course, 
they poke fun at theatre critics. 

O Sanger, by Motti Baharav, at 
Habimah, has already run for sever- 
al months and seems to be quite a 
success with the public. It isa heavily 
“topical” and “relevant” play, but 
completely unsophisticated. The 
subject is drug addiction, and the 
social and personal problems con- 
nected with it. The author's very 
justified moral indignation has got 


the better of the playwright’s skill. I . 


liked his shorter play The Drama 
Circle, reviewed here a couple of 
months ago, much better. 

Sanger means ‘‘slave” in under- 


ground jargon, and seems to have. 


been derived from the English word 
“messenger”. Here it may mean 
both total dependence on the drug 
pusher, and the enslavement of one 
addict by another, especially in pris- 
on. The play piles horror upon hor- 
ror — human deterioration, theft, 
rape, murder, the destruction of 
family life, etc. -- all very directly 
presented. 

As a warning against drugs the 
play may be effective, and may have

some educational value. I doubt that 
many of the victims are theatre- 
goers, but it may raise the general 
awareness of the public to this sub- 
ject. There are 19 actors, and their 
acting, in the somewhat overstated 
sabra style, is not bad. Nissim Asikri 
as the pusher, and Rephael Klatzkin 
as the doctor, are quite impressive. 

D Neveh Tzedek is showing a new 
“motion play.” something between 
pantomime and dance, by Ruth Siv- 
Eyal, who has produced similar 
shows before. It is all about clothes, 
dressing and undressing, costume 
and disguise, and the like. The play 
is called Bai which may mean de- 
struction, or wear and tear. It tries 
to say, in a symbolical way, many 
things about human relations, about 
life and death. 1 found it quite in- 
teresting, but lacking enough con- 
tent and variety for an hour and a

But first, a correction. Owlng to 
the hastiness of the telex operator in 
Berlin, a couple of lines went astray, 
and Swiss director Kurt Gloor was 
credited with The Boat Is Full, made 
by his compatriot, Markus Imhoof. 
The connection between the two is 
very simple: both emerged as major 
talents at Berlin three years ago, 
Gloor with a film entitled The Inven- 
tor, 

Now for the competition and its 
special screenings. (Productions 
that are either exceptional or too 
off-beat to stand aide by side with 
the conventional films.) Taken as a 
whole, the competition was certain- 
ly up to par. It had the big crowd at- 
tractions, even if not all of them 
pleased the critics, 

Terms of Endearment, with its 11 
Oscar nominations and formidable 
box office success, is sure to make 
audiences laugh in the first half and 
cry in the second — and to hell with 
the critica. The Dresser (only five 
Oscar nominations) ia a perfect 
showcase for Albert Finney (who 
indeed .won the acting prize) and 
Tom Courtenay is even better, dis- 
playing a talent that can’t leave you 
indifferent, even if you aren't ter- 
ribly concerned with the behind- 
the-screen intricacies of theatre life, 
Star 80 features all the attributes of

Also in competition, a Japanese 
saga, midway between a Disney film 
and ἃ Cousteau research documen- 
tary, featured as its main attraction 
ateam of dogs who have to fend for 
themselves {n the freezing deserts of 
Antarctica, until the research mis- 
sion can return to its station after a 
season of storms.

by the Forum of the Young Cinema, 
an ambitious organization which is 
constantly on. the lookout for new 
trends, new aspects of cinema and 
new, relevant national schools. 

This year, the forum's program- 
me had several! focal points. The 
ethnographica!l one featured films 
concerned with the aspects of the 
changing world, most of thom 
documentaries of an unuaual 
nature, 

The Furuyashiki Village'is a threo- 
and-a-half-hour account of a 
‘Japanese village slowly dia- 
integrating, under the pressures of 
modern life, [1 took filmmaker Shin- 
suke Ogawa seven yoars to collect 
the material for this film, and he has 
come up with a dagen docu- 
ment about a way of life that will 
soon become extinct. 

A_ similar effort with different 

results (because the background is 
different) came from Venezuela, A 
film, called Tiznao describes . the 
fatal blow dealt a small village, most 
of whose young people have left in 
Search of. better opportunities 
elsewhere. . -..

This is 
Not so much an anti-war documen- 
lary us αὶ (ribule to the women who 
have organized against the male 
militarist. establishment. The title 
could easily be interpreted as en- 
couraging the audience to curry the 
feminist spirit of Greenham Com- 
mon away with them. 

Feminism features constantly in 
new German cinema, and il was no 
wonder that one of the forum's 
central offerings was The Sleep of 
Reason, a film by a woman director 
about the dangers of the Pill. 


AND AGAIN, quite according to 
tradition, the forum had numerous 
experimental films including 
parodies on commercial cinema, 
like Doomed Love, which uses for 
dialogue everything that is hackney- 
ed and bombastic in film and TV 
melodrama, {t does away with the 
third dimension, using instead of 
scenery, painted backdrops against 
which the actors declaim their tines 
in the blandest and most inexpres- 
sive manner. . 

In an entirely different direction, 
exiled Chilean director Raul Ruiz, 
currently working in France, brought 
along an exciting version of 
Racjne's Berenice as a play for a 
single character and a cast of 
shadows, an’ unusual but most

The AICF, which has supported 
cultural activities in this country for 
the last 44 years, has been the 
catalyst of anany projects; in numer- 


wise mane have been abandoned for 
financial reasons, 

‘The roster of recipients of AICF 
funds who made their way to the top 
is most impressive. it includes 
Daniel Birenboim, Yitzhak Perl- 
min, Pinhas Zukerman, Shlomo 
Mintz and Yefim Bronfman. Though 
the AICF grants scholarships for 
painting, sculpture, graphic design, 
dance, theatre, stuge directing, film 
and television, its concern for our 
music life is - at least for this col- 
umnist - the most important of its 
activities.

AS A SIGN of official recognition of 
the foundation’s great work, Young 
Artists’ Week during the last few 
years has opened with a concert by 
sclected scholarship winners at the 
President's Residence, 

At last week's opening, the chair- 
man of the Israel Advisory Board, 
MK Mordechai Virshubski, re- 
minded the audience that the foun- 
dation benefits all cultural activities 
and not only music, as is popularly 
assumed. But having heard him 
practically every Saturday morning 
for 40 years, answering questions on 
the music quiz, [ am sure that music 
is closest to his heart. I’m also sure 
that he knows more about music 
than any other member of the Knes- 
set, and more than many musicians, 
too (myself included). 

The concert presented a singer, 
Michal Shamir, who tackled an aria 
from Verdi's La Traviata quite im- 
pressively. This was followed by 12- 
year-old Chen Halevy playing We- 
ber's Concertino for Clarinct like an 
old trooper, without mistakes or 
uncertainty though, of course, with 
a musical interpretation of modest 
proportions.

larships for the last 10 years. Their 
rendition of Kodaly's Duo and the 
Passacaglia by Handel in Hal- 
versen’s arrangement showed their 
steady progress. They are presently 
serving in the army as members of 
the IDF's String Quartet. 

The music programme wound up 
with [lan Rechtman, this year's win- 
ner of the Francois Shapira Prize, 
working mightily on the keyboard to 
present Prokofiev's Seventh Piano 
Sonata with dynamics that might 
have filled acoustically the wide 
spaces of Binyenei Ha’uma or the 
Mann Auditorium but did not take 
into account the limitations of the 
hall and the audience’s aural recep- 
tivity. 

President Herzog thanked the 
young artists and expressed his and 
his wife's delight at being able to 
continue a tradition established by 
his predecessors. 

Young Artists’ Week was also 
celebrated in Tel Aviv (with the 
Israel Philharmonic Orchestra at the 
Mann Auditorium and two events at 
the Museum), in Carmicl, in Beer- 
sheba, and in Haifa, 


A SPECIAL relationship seems to 
have developed between the City of 
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Cologne and this country. The 
Municipal Opera has already paid 
two visits to Tel Aviv —two years ago 
with Mozart's Cosi fan tutte and 

Wozzek by Alban Berg, and this 
year with the Magic Flue. And 
Jerusalemites are conductors in Col- 
ogne: Yuri Ahronovitch, chief con- 
ductor of the Guerzenich Orchestra 
since 1975, and Gary Bertini, who 
took over the Symphony Orchestra 
of the Westdeutscher Rundfunk as 
chief conductor this season. 

One appointment is not enough 
for any conductor of international 
standing these days: Ahronovitch is 
also chief conductor of the Stock- 
holm Philharmonic Orchestra, and 
Gary Bertini is chief conductor and 
musical director of the Jerusalem 
Symphony Orchestra (Israe] Broad- 
casting Authority). 

As if these double jobs were not 
time-consuming cnough, both of 
them fly around the globe, guest 
conducting here, recording there. 

Ahronovitch conducted Pro- 

kofiev's Ivan the Terrible in Rome, 
on Capitol Square, and Arnold 
Schoenberg's Gurre-Lieder at the 
Auditorium del Foro Italico, both to 
a tumultuous reception and rave 
reviews. He conducted Scandina- 
vian music with the Stockholm 
Philharmonic, did Mahler's 
monumental Eighth Symphony and 
Bruckner's Ninth, performed Dvor- 
ak's Requiem at Milan's La Scala and 
Shostakovich's Leningrad Sym- 
phony in Stockholm. He also re- 
corded the Nielsen Third Symphony 
from a concert at the Danish Radio 
studio, and the Third Concerto by 
Rachmaninoff with Tamas Vasary 
and the London Symphony 
Orchestra, 

Gary Bertini started off at the 
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WDR with Berlioz’ Requiem, which 
caused great excitement among cri- 
tics, and followed this with Mahler's 
Sixth Symphony, which was also 
received with great acclaim, He con- 
ducted the very successful European 
tour of the Jerusalem: Symphony at 
the beginning of the season, before 
taking over his “new” orchestra in 
Cologne. 

Ahronovitch will be coming here 
to conduct the Independence Day 
Concert, and Bertini will windup the 
JSO season in July. 


ANOTHER Israeli conductor 
travelling around the warld, though 
not so extensively as the above two, 
is Dalia Atlas, a resident of Haifa 
whose first record bas just been 
released. 

Her schedule for the rest of this 
season reads as follows: March -- 
concerts with the Philharmonic 
Orchestra of Buenos Aires, and 
from there to Sweden for a number 
of concerts, April — appearances 
with the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra in London. May - two 
different programmes with the Israel 
Sinfonietta, Beersheba. June -- con- 
certs with the choir and orchestra of 
the Haifa Technion, her home base. 
July/August -- an extended tour with 
all the orchestras of the Australian 
Broadcasting Corporation.

After Yemin Moshe shootout 


* ‘Next time thieves may kill’ 


Bernard Josephs 


A violent robbery that ended ina 
shootout between a pair of masked 
burglars and the police brought ter- 
ror to Jerusalem's fashionable 
Yemin Moshe neighbourhood this 
week, : 

Now the residents say they will 
increase their own night-time secur- 
ity patrols, and may pay for private 
guards to protect their homes during 
the day. They complain that this 
latest incident is the culmination of i 
series of crimes in the area, which 
houses some of the capital's weul- 
thiest families. 

The bandits struck at the home of 
world-renowned craftsman, jeweller 
Ruth Matar and her husband, 
Michael}, just before dawn on Sun- 
day. ‘They entered the couple's bed- 
room and, after waking them, 
sprayed them with a disabling che- 
mical. 

Armed with an Uzi submachine 
gun, they then rounded up the 
Matar’s son and daughter, and 
ordered the family to go downstairs 
to the cellar of their house. 

One of the men fired n shot “to 
show he meant business” and, press- 
ing the gun into Michacl Matar’s 
back, told him to open his safe. ©

Said Matar: “A few seconds earlier 
T had managed to press a hidden 
alarm button connected to the head- 
quarters of a security firm. They 
alerted the police and by the time the 
safe was open, we could hear the 
sirens. The thieves made a run for it. 
[locked us into the cellar so that, if 
they came back, we could not be 
taken hostage.” 

The robbers ran out onto the 
porch of the house and for several 
minutes exchanged gunfire with the 
police, 

Then they jumped into a waiting 
getaway cur, taking with them a 
quantity of gold. On Monday, two 
men were arrested in connection 
with the crime. 

Said Matar; “This has been some- 
thing of αὶ trauma for us, It is a sad 
and distressing thing that Jewish 
boys should be involved in such 
crimes. 

“Unfortunately, Yemin Moshe is 
especially open to thieves. The area 
is isolated so the police can’t protect 
us. People here are up for grabs. 
There have been dozens of incidents 
such as muggings and assaults. To 
muke it worse the urea is not well lit 
αἱ night. 

“People spend .a lot on alarm 
systems to protect their homes, but it 
is a constant lottery. What really 
worries us is that these men were 


armed with an Uzi. Next time some- 
one might be killed.” 

Dan Lansky, former head of the 
local residents* committee described 
the situation in Yemin Moshe as 
hazardous. 

“We have many tourists walking 
in the area and everyone has the 
impression ~ which is untrue ~ that 
all the families here are rich. Put that 
together with the isolation of the 
place and you can see we are ἃ good 
target," snid Lunsky, 


Over the past five months, he said, 
there have been 15 reported robber- 
ies and muggings as well as many 
unreported crimes, 


Lansky continued: “We recently 
reinforced our volunteer civil guard 
patrols and opened a new civil guard 
headquarters in the area. The prob- 
Jem is, that of the 130 families with 
homes in Yemin Moshe, up to 18 per 
cent live much of the time abroad. 
This means we are short of volun- 
teers to do guard duty. 

“We are already insisting that 
people who five here permanently 
take part in civil guard patrols and 
now we are considering asking those 
from abroad to help pay for a profes- 
sional guard service for the daylight 
hours."

the road causes traffic noise to re- 
verberate through the quiet street. 
The slow-changing traffic light at the 
end of Kiryat Moshe - where it 
meets Sderot Herzl - causes heavy 
backups during rusb hours. 

This situation will become even 
more unbearuble when the new reli- 
gious quarter, Har Nof, opens in the 
next few months to hundreds and 
eventually thousands of families. All 
traffic from there will have to pass 
through Rehov Kiryat Moshe, 
rather than flow eastward through 
the wider Rehov Ben-Dor. 

Eli Saguy, director of engineering 
services at the-municipality, admits 
that the puving of the end of Ben- 
Dor is a vital necessity, but “until 
now, we haven't had the budget.” 
He says he hopes the money will 
somehow be found for the jab in the 
new 1984-5 budget. ᾿ 

Because Ben-Dor is recognized 
only ity road, and its renovation 
thus does not merit Transport Minis- 
try financing, getting the work done 
is much more difficult, Saguy says. 

(Transport Minister Haim Corfu, 
by the way, used to live in Rehov 
Kiryat Moshe and suffer from the 
noise, but he has since moved into a 
spacious apartment in the Yefe Nof 
quaricr, thus escaping the problem.) 

The authorities have also failed to 
plan for traffic on the sole access 
road to Har Nof, which is Rehov 
Kanfci Nesharim in the busy Givat 
Shaul industrial quarter. At some

International Consumer Rights 
Day is less than a weck away and 
members of the Jerusalem branch 
of the Histadrut's Consumer 
Protection Authority (CPA) are

In preparation for the Murch 15 
event the highlight of Consumer 
Month 1984, (declared by the Israel 
Consumer Couneil, the CPA and

March, 1983) — members of the 
Jerusilem CPA branch recently 
agreed to undertake investigations 
of certiin areas of consumer In- 


_ Lerest. Results of some of these in- 
τ vestigations will be reporled on the

oriented rudio programmes. 
Among the areas being examined 
by the focal group are: services 
provided by leading electrical ap- 
pliance firms and gas compnnies; 
hygiene in hair-dressing salons, food 
stores and public bathrooms; 
voding and pricing systems in super- 
markets (the Consumer Protection 
Law requires supermarkets und 
foud stores to indicate clearly the 
price of each item); special offers 
and discount campaigns in choin 
and other stores, and so on. 
Following the surveys and reports 
that will be made later this month 
by the Jerusalem CPA, the 
organization pledged at its recent 
meeting τὺ conduct follow-ups and 
la continue to work {o protect the 
rights of the cupital’s consumers. 
Speaking at the meeting, 
Yehezkel Gideoni of the organiza- 


Saturday nights at home, feel they 
have been “forced” to jump on the 
bandwagon for fear of losing 
precious sales. 

Yossi Bar-Ya’acov, manager of a 
downtown souvenir shop, admitted 
that he was reluctant to open his 
shop on Salurday night, insisting 
that area merchants should be home 
with their families on Shabbat — 
“und that includes Saturday night.” 

Bul he ucknowledged that the 
sales potential of Saturday night 
business “was Loo good to pass up.” 

“fT can't let my neighbour make 
all the money while I'm at home 
watching TV,” he said, “so here ἢ 
am, open for business.” 

Other merchants are pleased to 
do a little Saturday night business. 
Said Lois Shemtov, owner of a Ben 
Yehuda flower shop, “I'm willing to 
open my doors at any time of the 
day or night for people Interested in 
buying my things. 

“Especially in these hard 
economic times,” she added, “it 
would be downright stupid to pass 
up even one sale — no matter how 
small." 

The public, for its part, seems 
quite receptive to the idea of shop- 
ping on Saturday nights. Many who 
are too busy or tired during the 
week ἰο go out and shop see those 
nights as ideal for leisurely shop- 
ping. 


tion's headquarters in Tel Aviv 
stressed that while the power of the 
Israeli consumer has not reached 
that of his American counterpart, 
an increasing umber of Israelis 
have begun to demand their rights 
and privileges 88 consumers. 


The 1981 Consumer Protection 
Luw, Gideoni asserted, is still not 
sufficiently comprehensive, but re- 
cent amendments to it — including 
one which requires udvertisers to be 
responsible for the truth of their 
uds, and which imposes prison 
sentences rather than fines for mis- 
lending ads — are proving to be ef- 
lective. 

Gideoni noted thal in the past, the 
CPA initiated a ww specifying that 
slores must advertise the full cast 
price-of their products and not just 
the cost of monthly instalments, 
thus giving consumers an oppor- 
lunily te compare prices. The 
Authority was also instrumental in 
upholding consumers’ rights when, 
in 1982, in response to an ad, 30,000 
families had ordered a new model 
Ameor refrigerator, and had paid in 
advice. Amcor was unable lo sup- 
ply this overwhelming demund, so 
the CPA insisted that the advance 
sums puid be recognized and 
refunded fully linked. ὃ

Come Celebrate Purim at 


According to Carmella Feldman, 
a bank employee, ‘'l can't get 
around to shopping for myself dur- 
ing the week. But after a restful 
Shabbat, I'm in the mood to get 
dressed and go downtown shop- 
ping.” 

As il turned out, last Saturday 
night was an unusually busy night 
for Jerusalem shoppers, due to 
Humushbir’s end-of-season 5816 
where ilems were discounted up to 
36 per cent. 

The store was jam-packed with 
shoppers, ranging from boisterous 
teenagers (0 sedate senior citizens, 
all rouming the four floors of 
Hamashbir, looking for bargains. 

The prevailing atmosphere was 
almost party-like. In fact, the only 
one who didn't seem in the least bit 
jovial was the doorman, who 
grumbled and growled al shoppers 
so intent on pursuing bargains that 
they neglected to slop and have 
their bags searched. 

Mr. T, ἃ popular T-shirt store on 
Ben Yehuda, Was also experiencing 
a tush of Saturday night shoppers. 
The store was so crowded with blue 
jean- and sweatshirt-clad teenagers 
thal this reporter could barely slip 
through the door to ask Jerry 
Stevenson, owner of the place, how 
business was — a rather unneces- 
sary question considering the 
volume of shoppers and the con- 


plaints before the Small Claims 
Court, where a lawyer is not re- 
quired to deal with claims of up to 
1$100,000. However, he added, 
there are still many fields in which 
consumers have to be educated. 
They have to be mude aware that 
only their complaints to the relevant 
authorities can effect changes. 
While the Ministry of Health is 
ready to louk into and take action 
concerning any complaints — for 
exumple, regarding harmful 
cosmetics or unhygienic food 
products — it is wp to the individual 
consumer to report such ir- 
regularities. 


Members of Jerusalem CPA un- 
animously agreed that (he major is- 
sue requiring their immediate ulten- 
tion is the particularly disturbing 
matter of (he introduction of codes 
to replice prices marked on 
products in groceries and super- 
murkets, Code numbers, together 
with the prices they represent, must 
he clearly marked. 

More often than not, however, 
such notifications are lacking and 
the shopper has no idea how much 
the item costs. Fle will discover that 
only when the cashier at the 
checkout point rings up the relevant 
code and the computerized cash 
register prints oul the cor- 
responding price. By that time, the 
item has been included ‘in the bill 


stant ring of the cash register, faintly 
heard above the hubbub of con- 
tinuous chatter. 

1 came in to do some 
paperwork, but it looks like [ won't 
get around to it tonight,” was 
Stevenson's reply. 

Leaving the congestion of Ben 
Yehuda, we discovered another 
area bustling with Saturday night 
shoppers. The focus of attention 
was the Israel Brothers shopping 
mall, behind the main post office on 
Shlomzion Hamalka Street. 

This shopping mall has become 
the capital's furniture district sinec 
it was completed a half-year ago. 
Open for business were Mars, 
Yoshko and Oneg — all furniture 
stores and all open from 7.00 to 
10.00 p.m. Not to be outdone by 
competitors, Apirion Furniture 
across the sireet had also opened its 
doors. 

The pace here was slower and 
more intent than the Ben Yehuda- 
King George-Jaffa Street triangle. 
Conspicuously absent were the 
rowdy teenagers of the mall and 
Hamashbir area. In their stead were 
serious-looking couples, deep in 

conversation with salespeople. 
Some were writing up sales; others 
were investigating upholstery and 
wood finishes, All were genuinely 
interested in taking advantage of 
Saturday night furniture shopping.

DIFFERENT people react dif- 
ferently to financial stress. 

For Katy, of Katy’s Restaurant: 
on Rehov Rivlin in Jerusalem, the 
current crisis has been turned into 
an opportunity for expansion, The 
bar opposite the King David Hotel 
that was once called Goliath and 
then Herod's, has now become 
Katy’s Bar; and a little restaurant 
down the street on Rehov Riviin has 
become Katy's Spaghettis. 

We visited the spaghetti 
restaurant to see how the Jerusalem 
café crowd was tightening its (col- 
lective) belt. This restaurant, which 
is not kosher, makes a direct appeal 
to the budget-minded, offering 
pasta, a salad and a glass of wine for 
a set price which ranges from 18520

to 151,300, depending on how your 
noodles are dressed. 

It is a comfortable and friendly 
place, with [ight wooden tables and 
chaira and straw place mats. In one 
corner Is a large round table which 
seems to be reserved for regulars. 
Against the wall is a rack that holds 
the day's newspapers and a number 
of news magazines in various 
languages. The waitress {a friendly 
and efficient. 

We opened our meal with a 
generous helping of the salad — let- 
tuce, cucumbers and tomatoes, 
dressed with oil and vinegar, all 
fresh tasting. It was a good begin- 
ning. The wine was satisfactory. My 
companion, aged seven, had a bot- 
tle of Schweppes Cola inatead. 


TEL AVIV 


EVERYTHING went weil until we 
got our spaghetti, served in oval, 
oven-proof dishes. To say that the 
pasta had been overcooked would 
be a gross understatement, It was 
soft, doughy, mushy and, what's 
More, had been cooked without 
salt. ᾿ 

The sauces were pleasant 
enough; mine, with smoked meat 
and green peppers in tomato sauce, 
was piquant. 

My companion, after eating afew 
mouthfuls, disdainfully pushed the 
soggy noodles aside and wiped up 
his butter and garlic sauce with a 
piece of bread. The grated cheese, 
served in a separate bowl, was not 
real parmesan, but then 1 hadn't ex- 
pected so much. It was, however, 
dry and ripe, as it should be. 

To compensate for the spaghetti, 
we ordered dessert, a piece of 
chocolate cake and a plece of mar- 
zipan cake {also chocolate). Both 
were thick, rich, moist and 
delicious. The coffee was plastic 
filter, perfectly predictable for this 
type of restaurant. 


SHOPPING 


The bill for two came to 181,670, 
which would have been quite 
reasonable had the spaghetti been 
properly cooked, 


ITIS AMAZING that there are still 
people today who don’t know how 
to cook spaghetti, It is incredible 
that a restaurant specializing in the 
stuff should do it so badly. The

‘pasta makers have done their part 
and given us a top grade noodle that 
is delicious if handled properly. 


For those who may have forgot- 


ten, one should always start with a 
large pot almast full of water on a 


high fire, When the water bogins to 
boil, add the pasta and a generous 
portion of salt (by adding the salt at 
this time you keep the water boil- 
ing). 

As the naddles begin to soften, 
push them down into the pot with a 
wooden fork in a circular motion. 
Give them a final stir to make sure 
they don’t stick to each other. 

After about eight minutes, start 
teating the noodles by lifting one out 
of the water and biting into it with 
your front teeth, When it-is still 
firm, remove and drain quickly, 
either in ἃ colander or by lifting 
the spaghetti out with tongs, If you 
have none of these, you can drain it 
by using the lid, gripped firmly with 
a dishtowel, as a strainer. 

Cover with sauce and serve im- 
mediately. Like a souffié, spaghetti 
waits for no man. =]

A SCENE frequently occurring in 
Westerns depicts » man ΟἹ woman 
strolling cheerfully over the prairie, 
and suddenly standing on a ratte- 
smike, The actor then depicts, to the 
best of his or her ability, a mixture of 
abhorrence, anguish, shock and in- 
dignation. 

A similar luok must have passed 


. across my face when,I saw the shots 


on the news about the defilement of 
Teresa Anghelovici's body and 
heard her daughter Adina Hurpaz 
pleading for the right of her mother 
to be re-inferred in her true ¢ resting- 
place. 

{ must admit that there is isa deep, 
inherent contradiction in the intensi- 
ty of my reaction, as 1 have always 
scoffed at the preoccupation of our 
religious establishment with the 
dignity of old bones, To me il seems 
that the living are far more impor- 
tant than the dead, and [do not care 
a tinker’s curse what is done with 
what remains of me after 1 have 
shuffled off this niortal coil. To my 
nuind, the most stupid thing that Will 
Shakespeare ever wrote was the 
curse, inscribed on the stone cover- 
ing his grave, on anybody moving his 
bones. 

Despite my thinking like this, the 
loathsome abomination perpetrated 
on Teresa Anghclovici gave me my 
shock of the week, | was even more 
disturbed by it than I wus by the 
shots of our wounded in Sidon and of 
the attacks by Jewish terrorists on 
unarmed civilians in the Arub bus 
near Ramallah. 

Perhaps the explanation of the 
intensity of my perturbation lies in 
the novelty of the crime. On pre- 
vious occasions 1 have noted the 
speed with which television viewers 
become inured to dreadful happen- 
ings. The first view of horror shakes 
the soul; the repetition of it causes 
somewhat less agitation; the third

time we see something unutterably 
evil, we can almost take it in our 
stride; ultimately, it is even boring. 
This is the problem that so disturbs 
people who want the world to go on 
thinking about the Holocaust over 
and over again, with the same in- 
tensity as when the first pictures 
were shown. They are right, but they 
are fighting a lost cause. 

So the body-snatchers hit home 
because they had found some new 
way to disturb our equanimity. 
There was also, of course, the ele- 
ment I have noted so often in Israel, 
of somebody up there playing a cruel 
and cynical joke on us. From- times 
of antiquity, Jews have suffered 
from the defilement of the graves of 
their anvestors. In modern times, the 


Nazis did it to us; films showed, 


Jewish tombstones used as building 
blocks. In 1967, we were appalled to 
find what the Jordanians had done to 
the graves of Henrietta Szold and 
others on the Mount of Olives, in 
order to construct ἃ road. Now, in 
the holy name of our religion, where 
we had the power, we were the 
offenders. 


ADINA HARPAZ wis s0 dignified 
when she appeared on the late néws 
to expliin her determination to have 
her mother's remains given their 
rights, and the chief rabbi of Rishon 
was so revolting in his claim that 
advantage should be taken of the 
crime to bury the bady elsewhere in 
the cemetery, that my fury has en- 
dured all week, which is a-very long 


time for a TV*engendered rage. 

I found myself wondering whut 
kind of creatures committed this 
abomination in the name of Ged. 

The Jewish religion has many 
faces, not all of them as sublime as 
that of Hillel’s, “Do not do unto 
your neighbour what you would not 
have him do unto you; this is the 
whole law; the rest is commentary.” 

Naturally, I was pleased when we 
saw members of the Knesset united 
in their condemnation of the horror, 
Nevertheless, I was irritated by the 
plea of Yehuda Ben-Meir (NRP) 
that nobody should make political 
capital out of the crime, and that it 
should not be allowed to split the 
nation. 

This sounded reasonable, on the 
face of it, but what he was implying 
was that it is the secular who are 
endangering the unity of Jewry and 
of Israel. In fact, Orthodox politi- 
cians are using every possible politic- 
al leverage and dirty political trick to 
change the status quo, so as to im- 
pose their restricted views about 
Sabbath observance on the nation, 
to outlaw Conservative and Reform 
Jews, to change the definition of who 
is a Jew, to prevent archeological 
research and development, and to 
end the separation between state 
and religion, Whenever anybody re- 
taliates, as the mayor of Petah Tikva 
did, they spream from the housctops 
about the sanctity of preserving the 
Status quo and the unity of Israel. 

' The excesses of our Zealots 
seemed to be all the more cynical this 


week because of what we saw in 
Pillar of Fire und Masada -- Jews 
down the ages in the role of victims 
of intolerance. [( may he argued that 
it is better to practise intolerance 
than to suffer it, to be oppressors 
rather than oppressed; but it is hard 
to stomach that a people whe suf- 
fered so much could become so bad 
when given the authority. 


MANY VIEWERS hive com- 
plained to me thal they cannot bear 
The A-Team, the Saturday-night sic- 
tion series, featuring George Pep- 
pard and as zany a bunch of knights 
not in shining armour doing goud in 
as violent a way as possible. 

I think that these erities are tuking 
the series far too scrivusly, instead of 
judging it according ty its own cate- 
gories: it seems to me that it is 
intended to be a spoof on ἃ genre, 
just as Soup was. This is apparent 
from the muttered opening lines 
about their being on the run after being 
found guilty of a crime they never 
committed, 

It is noteworthy that, despite alt 
the violence, nobody gets killed or 
permanently maimed. In last Satur- 
day’s episode, for instance, a whole 
street is blown up, everybody is 
shooting everybody clse with all 
kinds of weapons, cars ure wrecked 
with great gusto, yet they all get up, 
heroes and villains alike, dust off 
their clothes and go about their un- 
lawful occasions. 

I recognize elements of numerous 
action series, starting with Mission 
Impossible, As in ull good satires, 
the stories stand up and are able to 
command our interest throughout, 
despite the fact that they are written 
and produced tongue-in-cheek, So 
let George do it, by all means. 

The new English series, Target, 
which hus inherited the slot formerly 
occupied by Strangers, is quite a 


different kettle ol fish. 1 is reminis- 
cent of Sraagers, in its violence and 
in that the top detectives tik ina 
style that would have excited 
adverse comment if adopted by 
members of the Knesset ina heated 
debate. Are all top-level fictional 
English detectives obliged to be abo- 
bly rude te their undertings and 

strangers? Another resemblance 
between the wo shows is that the 
staffilso inchides a blonde, although 
she is not nearly as beautiful as was 
the nymphoniniacal, Kensington- 
aveented Fiona Mollisen, 

The great plus in Target is that itis 
comprehensible. At the outset 1 
thought it was going to be as unintel- 

as Strangers, but, by journey's 
end, [ knew exactly what was what. 
So 1 look forward to some light- 
hearted mayhem on Monday nights, 


THE SATURDAY night sports 
programme gets better and better. 
Even the opening shots have been 
modernized, for which relief much 
thanks: Israel Television tends tu use 
the same logos for decades. 

It has been an excellent idea to 
concentrate socecr footage on cover- 
ing one match: this week they did the 
Miaceuhi Haifa-Maccabi Netanya 
cliffhanger.

IT SOUNDED STRANGE coming 
from the new chairman of the buard 
of governors of the Jewish Agency, 
which has always been identified as 
a philanthropic body funded by 
Diaspora Jews for carrying out 
‘*tgood works" in Israel, which the 
government could nol afford on its 
own, 

But chairman Jerrold “Chuck” 
Holfberger did say it last month in 
Jerusalem in one of his rure public 
appearances: “As a forum for the 
Jews of the world to come logether 
the Jewish Agency represents a 
niignet, and perhaps it is more im- 
portant for us than for you,” refer- 
ring Lo his largely Israeli audience. 
“In my ussociation with the Agency 
for over 12 yeurs, | have reached the 
conclusion that if we didn't have 
one we would have to invent it." 

Alluding, perhaps, to its reputa- 
tion for being an inefficient and 
politicized body, he added: “You 
might not want to invent il, though, 
und you might even do everything 
possible to prevent it. But it’s the 
only route today that permits all 
points of the Jewish compass to 
come together in the centre." 

Hoffoerger spoke at a forum 
sponsored by the Moshe Sharett In- 
stitute of the World Labour Zionist 
Movement. lis chairman, Yehiel 
Leket, said that the forum would 
host monthly discussions with major 
figures from the Zionist and Jewish 
world. 

Hoffberger has earned a reputa- 
tion for bringing a “tough business- 
man" approach to the relations 
between the Diaspora fund-raisers 


and the members of the executive of . 


the World Zionist Organization, 
who share control of the 72-member 
Agency board of governors. This 
has been contrasted to the more 
casy-going approuch of his 
predecessor, Max Fisher, who slep- 
ped down Jast year after 12 years al 
the helm. 

Hoffberger's ‘no-nonsense image 
wus most recently reinforced by the 
ouster of Herut veteran Raphael 
Kotlowitz from the head of: the 
Agency Allya departinent, which 
Hoffoerger engineored at last Oc- 
lober's session of the board. 


As chairman of the board's atiya ” 


committee in 1977 when Kotlowitz 
wus nominated for the post, Hoff- 
berger upposed him. But he defer- 
red then lo Fisher, who did not want 
to trouble relations with the newly- 
elected Likud government or with 
then premier Menachem Begin, 
who backed Kotlowilz.

Aliya, he stressed, was the main 
responsibility of the Agency when 
the state was established and it re- 
mains so today. As to the potential 
sources of aliya now, though, he 
said that “we have little influence 
on the Russians. They will open or 
close the gates of Jewish emigration 
as it suits their own interests. 

“We have the opportunity to 
bring Jews to Israel today mainly from 
the free lands of the West. What will 
make this aliya happen? More 
Jewish education and Jewish ex- 
periences for youth in Israel!” 

He expressed the hope that 
towards the end of the decade, this 
process will bring 15,000 new im- 
migrants a year from the U.S, alone. 
In recent years the number of 
American olim has averaged about 
2,000 a year. 

There is a move now afuot, he 
suid, for the Agency to get seriously 
involved in the area of Jewish 
education for the Diaspora, and a 
committee for this area has been 
recently set up on the board, 
chaired by Morlon Mandel of 
Cleveland. 

Asked if this would not add to the 
duplication that already exists, with 
three WZO departments now 
engaged in Jewish education, his 
answer was negative. “The purpose 
of the Agency department would be 
to coalesce und coordinate existing 
programmes and to eliminate the 
duplication. This would be an ex- 
pression of our partnership with the 
WZO. 

“We have no concrete plans to- 
day about how to go about this, and 
have now embarked on a study of 
the problem.” 


HOFFBERGER'S interest in a 
more active role for Diaspora com- 
munities in the West in stimutating 
aliya predates the Cacsarca Process, 
which adopted this as one of its 
recommendations. He was the 
chairman of the board's Aliya com- 
mittee from the early 1970s until he 
took over the Project Renewal com- 
mittee in 1978. 

Esther Zackler, a past president 
of Pioneer Women in the U.S. and 
of the Association of Americans 
and Canadians in Isracl, following 
her aliya, recalls that “Chuck didn’t 
know much then about aliya, And 
until he took over the committee, 
the Agency Aliya department was 
not concerned with aliya [rom the 
States. The North Americans in 
Isracl were treated like step- 
children and the Western olim as- 
aociations could come in only 
through the back door, 

“Hoffberger insisted that the ollm 
associations be conaulted by the 
Agency allya and absorption of- 
ficials, since they had valuable firal- 
hand experience to offer." 

There ia still a long way to go in

After the meeting, Zackler 
clarified a cryptic remack Hoif- 
berger made at the start of the dis- 
cussion when he turned to her and 
said that “it would have been hard 
to believe then when we met here in 
Israel in the early 1970s, that I 
would be stunding here today las 
chairman of the board,"1 

“That was during αὶ Πα! ἃ trip the 
Agency organized for delegates to 
the assembly," she said. “Il was 
beastly hot, there was no air con- 
ditioning on the bus and it was ἃ dis- 
astrous day all around, Chuck, look- 
ing at this from a businessman's 
point of view, was terribly an- 
noyed. ‘Why do they have to 
drag. us around like this?’ he asked." 


THE CAESAREA Process recom- 
mendations on aliya and education 
are much farther along on the way 
to implementation than those on 
Agency management policies or 
those on the Agency governing 
hodies, the ussembly, the board and 
the executive, 

The view in some Agency circles 
is that Holfberger is the right man in 
the right spot at the right time to put 
tveth into the recommendations on 
governance, designed to enhance 
the supervision and controt by the 
Diaspora fund-raisers of whal goes 
on in the Agency. ~ 

The terms of the Diaspora-WZO 
partnership in the agency are still 
being workd out, Hoffberger said. 
But he was adamant that the old 
relationship — “where the Israclis 
said ‘give us the money and we'll 
run the show™ — is dead, “Our 
partnership won't work unless the 
balance shect we are asked to 
review involves our head and our 
hearts, as well os our pockets,” 


HOFFBERGER, some Agency 
observers noted, is not one (ὁ shy 
away from confrontation with his 
Israeli partners on the board, some 
of whom are not enthusiastic about 
an enhanced Diaspora role. 

This includes some of the Herut- 
Hatzohar members, who never ad- 
justed to the principle of 
partnership enshrined in the 
“reconstituted Jewish Agency 
dating from 1971. Herut's loud 
protestations at the Diaspora 
“interference™ in the nomination of 
Agency department heads heard in 
the recent Kotlowitz affair attest to 
this entrenched attitude. 

As chairman of the board’s Pro- 
ject Renewal Committce, Hoff- 
berger took an active role in super- 
vising the Agency's side of the pro- 
ject. He was instrumental in remoy- 
ing the first director of the Agency 
Renewal department, Eliezer 
Rafaeli, who was viewed as 4 poor 
administrator, : 

Hoffberger brought in Yehicl Ad- . 
moni, who got things going, but was 
too independent for the govern- 
ment's Laste. Nevortheless, Admoni 
made the principle of Diaspora 
community involvement in the pro- 
ject into a vibrant reality, 

When Project Renewal was still 
gearing up in 1978, Hoffberger was 
one of the few figures involved in 
the project who realized, and said so 
publicly, that the rehabilitation of 
160 slum neighbourhoods would 
(ake much fonger than the five years 
originally set by the government. 

Part of Hoffberger's plan to make 
the Agency more accountable to its 
Diuspora constituents, in keeping 
with (he spirit of Caesarea; includes 
opening up the proceedings of the 
board to public view. a 

He spoke ‘of taking the. board, .

tour.” He algo talked about broad-

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THE FLOW of books on the kib- 
butz, mostly from American 
publishers, shows no signs of 
abating. An authoritative 1981 
bibliography listed no less than 951 
works in English; by now, the 
number must surely be around the 
thousand mark, One is tempted to 
note that this ls about four works for 
every kibbutz. However, the grow- 
ing number of serious studies of the 
kibbutz is a tribute to Israel's com- 
munal settlements. Wrilers who are 
experts in their field, be they 
sociologists, economists, 
educationalists or psychologists, 
find in the kibbutz an alternative 
society which provides a wealth of 
material for the study of their par- 
ticular disciplines. Israeli experts, 
Tuny of whom are themselves kib- 
butz members, play a significant 
tole in this research work,, 

Twenty Years Later — Kibbutz 
Children Grown Up is a follow-up of 
the well-known Growing Up in the 
Kibbutz, which the professor of psy- 
chology at Michigan State Univer- 
sity published in 1955. The co- 
author of Dr. Rabin's new book is a 
senior lecturer in psychology at 
Haifa University. 

The writers return to the children 
and adolescents studied in 1955 with 
the purpose of “looking at the ef- 
fects of their childhood experiences 
on their adult lives." Both kibbutz 
and moshay people were involved, 
and 85 per cent of the original sub- 
jects (145 persons) were studied. 
While writing as psychologists, the 
authors stress their “perspective on 
the kibbutz as a social phenonemon 
and as a changing historical reality” 
and express the hope that their 
book will make a contribution both 
to psychology and to kibbutz 
studies. There can be no doubt that 
they have achieved their purpose 
admirably. 

They made no attempt to deal 
with ihe attitudes of these second 
generation kibbutaniks and moshav- 
niks towards the ideology of their 
selilements, or their feclings 
towards the community: they were 
concerned with them as individuals, 

Readers of this review who ex- 
pect a summing up of the authors’ 
findings will be disappointed. ᾿

This is a research monograph, 
primarily directed to people 
engaged in studies in the disciplines 
mentioned. The educated reader 
can benefit from it, with the excep- 
tion of some highly specialized sec- 
tions, The authors give their conclu- 
sions in language which all can un- 
derstand and appreciate in their last 
two chapters: “Our findings: sum- 
mary, analysis and integration" and 
“The kibbutz child-rearing system: 
past, present and future." 


WOMEN ARE the subject of the 
sixth volume in the Kibbutz Studies 
Book series of the Project for Kib- 
butz Studies ut Harvard University's 
Centre for Jewish Studies, edited by 
its director, Prof. J.R. Blasi. Sexual 
Equality: The Israeli Kibbutz Tests 
the Theories is a collection of 15 arti- 
cles, The longest and most substan- 
tial is by two of Israel's leading ex- 
perts in kibbutz research, Michal 
Palgi and Menachem Rosner: “E- 
quality between Sexes in the Kib- 


butz: Regression or Changed 
Meaning?" 

The study concludes that today 
there is no conclusive answer to the 
questions under review “and 
neither has the kibbutz movement 
summed up as γεὶ its atlitude 
toward them.” Blasi thinks that 
“the central argument between the 
various contributors to this volume 
is whether the Israeli kibbutz is or is 
nol a test of theories of sex equulity 
or inequality.” 

In a stimulating prefuce, leading 
feminist Betty Friedun argues that 
“What modern society can learn 
from the kibbutz is... that it is a 
society that has reached a critical 
threshhold in the firsr stage of the 
sex role revolution." 

Friedan thinks “the founders of 
the kibbutz movement could not see 
beyond the first stage — that 
equality cannot be achieved in 
terms of mate values alone, and only 
in terms of redefining the female 
role. In the second stage they have 
to consider restructuring the role of 
both woman and man... ! hope that 
the kibbutz stays alive long enough 
to go through the. second stage.” 

The bibliography contains some 
300 works in English on the subject. 
All in all, a positive and thought- 
provoking contribution to the study 
of a vital aspect of kibbutz life. 


THE SEVENTH volume in the 
same series, Kibbutz Judaism — A 
New Tradition In the Making is by a 
Reform rabbi who is a member of 
Kibbutz Kfar Hamaccabi, Haifa. 
American-born, Shalom Lilker is 
concerned with the kibbutz as an 
expression of Judalsm and with the 
re-evaluation of traditional in- 
lerpretations of Judaism by the kib- 
butz. 

Series edilor Blasi perceives a 
widespread and as yet uncrystal- 
lized renaissance of interest in 
Judaism throughout the so-culled 
“secular” kibbutz community. He 
thinks that Lilker's exploration 
“opens a door in the field of 
religious studies and kibbutz studies 
that may have a very wide swing." 


He is right. So is Lilker when he 
describes the “labellization” of 


Israelis into religious, traditional 
and secular Jews, su that visitors 
who equate the “spiritual with 
organized “religiosity” conclude 
that [srael is not religious. He notes 
that “the kibbutz has never been 
considered especially Jewish in 
quality, tone or style,” even though 
he sees it as “the most original crea- 
tien of the Jewish people returned 
to their land." He suggests that “the 
kibbutz movement itself hus 
paradoxically fostered this at- 
titude,” 

Lilker believes that “the kibbutz 
cunnat escape the imperatives of 
Jewish history and life that draws it 
inte ἃ thealagical realm of dis- 
vourse” for il is “a member of the 
cominunity of faith, even though 
the object of its fuith is man.” He 
sees different forms of humanism 
and theism co-existing in the kib- 
butz and what he calls “a yearning 
for holiness.” 

This book is one of the first to 
ἀμ} specifically with the subject in 
English, und us such it is welcome, 
even though il cunnot be considered 
as definitive. 


THE FIRST international con- 
ference on communal living took 
place in Israel in 1981. The Alter- 
native Way of Life is the report of its 
proceedings, edited by Yehudit 
Agasi and Yoe] Darom., 

The 50 delegates who gathered 
near Ein Hushofet came from [5 
countries in Europe, North 
American and Australia, as well as 
from this country. The groups they 
represented ranged in size from a 
community of 160 to ἃ commune of 
five souls, both in Denmark.

The Africans is the sum of Lamb's 
journalism [rom Africa in’ con- 
densed form. [tis an ambitious 
hook, that poses, and uttempts to 
answer, two basic questions: What 
is Africa and who are the Africans? 
Behind the questions lies the as- 
sumption that there is a common 
denominator between the 46 
countries and more. than 2,000 
tribes that compose sub-Saharan 
Africa; that, from South Africa in 
the south to Guinea-Bissau in the 
north-east, Africa exists as a con- 
cept, and not just as a continent. 

The overt similarities ore 
tenuous. Granted, the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the cuntinent’s in- 
habitants are black, but there the 
similarities end. Marxist states 
border on those attempting to main- 
Gun free markets; a diversity of 
languages, customs and traditions 
flourishes, nol only between 
countries, but within the individual 
countries. 

The bond appeurs to exist in ihe 
negative; in the common legacy and 
common problems shared by the 
hulk of the sub-Saharan states. With 
only three exceptions — Ethiopia, 
Liberia and South Africa — all the 
countries were colonies until the se- 
cond half of the (wenticth century. 
Until todny, they show the scars of 
tan rapid decatonization, All are 
plagued hy the divisive effects of 
tribalism. Most are confronted by 
an uncontrollable birth rate, 
primitive health conditions, un- 
educated) and corrupt leadership, 
the stream of unskilled workers 
from (he rural areas to the overflaw-

Lamb presents his material 
thematically, ranging from country 
lo country us he provides cxainples 
und tells unecdotes. He marshalls a 
mass of facts and figures into an 
impressive, immensely readable 
whale, 


AFRICA CAN no longer be dismis- 
sed us a bit player on the world 


stage. It has one-third of the votes in 
the United Nations, the world’s 
lurgest untapped reserves of natural 


resources, abundant fertile 
farmland — and it promises to be 
the next testing ground In the super- 
power conflict. Lamb writes: “Ex- 
traordinary changes are propelling 
it towards a destiny its presidents 
cannot comprehend or control. 
Where these changes take Africa 
will influence, and pertfaps deter- 
mine, the world's direction in the 
twenty-first century.” 

Even in terms of Africa's fast- 
moving contemporary history, 
Lamb's four years on the continent 
were a period of dizzying change. 
He saw the coronation of Bokassa, 
first emperor of the Central African 
Empire, the fall of }di Amin, and the 


public executions of Liberia's 
former leaders by the forces of the 
Present incumbent, Sargeant 
Samuel Due. He witnessed the ig- 
nominous withdrawal of Porttigul 
from the continent, and the up- 
heavals in Nigeria, the powerhouse 
of black Africa, 

As prime example of the all-too- 
familiar African despot. Lamb 
chooses Mobutu Sese Seku, presi- 
dent of Zaire and Israel's renascent 
friend in Africa. He describes sturk- 
ly and graphically the in- 
competence, brutality and corrup- 
tion of Mobutu's regime. Liberia's 
Doe, who paid a'state visit to Israel 
earlier this year, is another in the 
pantheon of thugs that rule most of 
Africa todity, Judging by Lamb's ac- 
count of the overthrow of the 
Tolbert government, Doe is nol 
only comfortable on the soccer fictd 
with Betar Jerusalem; he is just as 
confortable presiding over the dis- 
embowelling of a president or 
Savage executions on 4 public 
beach. 

Israel is stowly returning to 
Africa; Israeli aid and expertise are 
slowly winning new/old ullies, if not 
close friends. But rarely has an in- 
vesiment been as speculative, The 
regimes of Mobutu, Doe and many 
of the others being wooed by Israel 
are inherently unstable, and [srael 
faces the very real risk of their al- 
\egiunces changing overnight, 
Regarding the new regime in 
Liberia, Lamb writes; “Running a 
government, they found, was nore 
demanding than staging a coup; for- 


mulating remedies for national ill-, 


nesses was more complex than 
shooling government officials 
bound to telephone poles. 
Freedom, the people learned, did 
not come from the barrel of a gun. 
Only one thing seemed certain as a 
result of the army takeover: 
Liberia's first coup d’etat would not 
be its last.” 


THE UNIFORMITY of problems 


thal binds Africa disappears when it ~ 


comes to South Africa — the 
“payoff, as Lamb calls it, South 
Africa is prosperous, efficient, 
developed; it is also ruled by whites, 
and totalitarian. It is everything that 
the rest of Africa is not. 


Reviled by the rest of Africa, 
South Africa nevertheless keeps the 
bottom third (and quite ἃ lot more) 
of Africa afloat. South African but- 
ler is caten in Zaire (suitably dis- 
guised), South African technicians 
keep Mozumbique’s ports and 
railroads running, and South 
African money helped build 
Malawi's new capitah at Lilongwe. 
While the dream of “liberating™ 
South Africa is possibly the only un- 
ifying sentiment on the contineny, it 
is South African aid, exports and 
eniploymencopportunities which al- 
low Africa to dream. 

The chapter on South Africa is 
the weakest in the book. Awed by 
the prospect of the contribution 
South Africa could make to the 
welfure of Africa as u whole, Lamb 
is at a loss (0 suggest how the white 
republic can be brought into the 
fold. He denies the usefulness of 
embargoes and calls on American 
companies with plants or invest- 
ments i South Africa to end all 
segregation in their plants and 
provide training prograrmmes for 


workers — the so-called Sullivan 
Cade. : 
But, us Lamb readily 


acknowledges, such industrial steps 
will not “topple the pillars of 
Afrikanerdom,": He is reduced — 
like so many others — simply to 
asking questions: “What does the 
Afrikaner do with the young, 
educated, unemployed blacks who 
surely witl not be as tolerant as their 
parents were?" There is no answer, 
other than that, at present, there is 
no conceivable force, external or in- 
ternal, that cun shake the White es- 
tablishment sufficiently to bring 
about multiracial government, 
Real change in South Africa (as 
opposed to the cosmetic change of 
the proposed new constitution) is 
still a long way away and is likely to 
be accompanied by violence. There 
is little basis for Lamb’s belief that 


*“the comfortable life style the white 


man in South Africa cherishes... 
probably would not change much...” 

It's a pity that this fine book had 
to end with the enigma of South 
Africa, Lamb was on far stronger 
ground when dealing with the 
myriad, but more straightforward, 
problems of black Africa. Π

Acrylics 


THERE ISN'T always enough 
tachles in Techniques of Modern Ar- 
tlsts by Judith Collins, John 
Welchman, David Chandler, David 
Anfam (London, Macdonald, (92 
pp. £12.95). This book was designed 
by QED, London, in exactly the 
sume manner as the book they did 
for Phaidon recently (Techniques of 
the World's Great Masters). — 

The two major inventions of this 
century are polymer acrylics and 
alkyd resin quick-drying oil colours. 
Acrylics can be used in many dif- 
ferent ways, not only to imitate oil 
techniques, but to stain pigment 


' directly into unsized canvas; unlike 


vils, acrytics do not break ‘down (he 
fibres of the support-- material. 
Although many acrylic paintings of 
different types are examined in this 
book, there isn’t a single sutisfac- 
tory explanation of how staining can 
be. achieved, There are several 
methods und the water-based one 
involves the use of water tonslon- 
breakers, nowhere mentioned here 
(even detergents can be used). . 
Nevertheless there are. marvel- 
lous colour details and the book isa: 


ood buy atthe price. foes.

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TWO NOVELS, this time, well- 
crafted, sharing a theme and 
guaranteed to scare the bejesus out 
of you. 

The first, and better, is Peter 
Straub‘s Floating Dragon (Collins, 
£9.95, 623 pp.), which, as readers of 
Struub will know, is not some 
simpering udolescent fantasy. 

The story begins in 1980 with the 
deaths of three men — suspicious 
characters making money out of the 
military-industrial establishment — 
who puss on gruesomely, During the 
next 13 weeks, the town of 
Hampstead, Conneticut, from 
where these men hail, is besieged by 
un evil from the past Peopie begin 
lo die horribly, each demise tailor- 
made Cur the victim, Those who do 
not flee the down board up the win- 
dows, pudlock the doors and 
studiously ignore the screams in the 
night, the howling from across the 
streeL and the pawing at the win- 
dow. 

Three adults and a teenager, each 
of them descended from the original 
founders of Hampstead 300 years 
earlicr, are targeted for special 
treatment by the spirit their 
forbeurs called “the Dragon.” And 
as Lhe Lown slowly dies (623 puges of 
slow death), they take up the stake 
to drive into the dragon's heart. 

Peter Straub, author of the 
deservedly best-selling Ghost Story,” 
is, next to Stephen King, the best 
horror writer in the U.S. today, He 
is working in the tradition of such 
classical ghost story writers as 
Henry James, M.R. James und 
Nathaniel Hawthorne. And, like 
King, he likes to take apart little 
towns. He wants to know what 
makes them tick and therefore sub- 
jecls them to excrutiating pain and 
terror. These afflictions, however, 
are not the mindless trachotomies 
of determined sadists, but the 
product of the evil any town hides, 
Straub belleves that ghosts adopt 
the motivations and even souls of 
thase who behold them — their 
malevolence comes from deep with-- 
in the human spirit, Indeed, the 
Dragon only loses its human form 
and sprouts wings when exorcized. 


Horror and SF 


Sheldon Teitelbaum 


I hate to use the term literary to 
deseribe what is, after ull, an at- 
tempt to entertain, but Straub is 
very much awure of his genre. His 
protagonists often take note of the 
surreal circumstances to which they 
ure a party. It is as if they had 
walked onto the set of a horror 
movie. It is the feeling other than 
dread one might experience upon 
innocently discovering that the 
town of Rehovot was beset by 
ghouls, 


PETER MICHAELS, in Come, Fol- 
low Me (Avon, $2.95, 328 pp.), rein- 
carnated another popular mythic 
figure — the Pied Piper of Hamelin. 
His Piper stalks the streets of 
American cities, and exacts a cruel 
price for his services as vermin ex- 
terninator, 

South American hoods turn New 
York City's Stubintown into a 
crime-ridden district, whose resi- 
dents seek out the Piper's talents. 
However, his fee is not gold but 
children. When you pay the ‘Piper, 
you lose your soul! 

Michuels, unlike Straub, avoids 
the gothic, and models himself on 
the detective story. We know who 
the criminal is from the start — the 
pleasure is in watching the detective 
track him down. But who is the 
prey, und who the stalker? 

This could easily have been a silly 
book. But Michaels writes sparing- 
ly, and his characters ure fairly 
strong. The idea of making the 
Piper a master violinist is inspired, 
and his hunter, Thane Sheridan, is 
well-motivated and, were it not for 
the unlikely name he affects, almost 
believable, A 

The book does raise a problem. 
The writer of detective stories 
employs rational thought to solve 
intellectual puzzles. It is, then, 
rather disconcerting that Michaels 


includes his book with an evocation 
of the irrational. The two genres are 
inimical, and the result is a final 
rather hard to swallow. Come, Fol- 
low Me is an honest effort, non- 
cthéless, and can be enjoyed and 
admired. 


SF SEQUELS have multiplied dur- 
ing the past few years. There have 
been follow-ups to Robert 
Silverberg's Lord Valentine's Castle, 
Frank Herbert's Dune, Frederick 
Pohl's Gateway, John Varley’s Titan, 
Gene Wolfe's Shadow of the Tor- 
turer, and, of course, Ike Asimov's 
Foundation. A couple of them even 
made it onto the New York Times’ 
best seller list — hardly a regular 
occurrence for any SF novel, But 
the best of the lot is probably 2010: 
Odyssey Two (Ballantine/Del Rey, 
$5.50), written by the man someone 
| know (after seeing him on TV) 
calls “that idiot from Sri Lanka." 

He's really anything but! Indeed, 
I think future generations will 
rather refer to Arthur C. Clarke aos 
the greatest prophet of the space- 
age since Konstantin Tsiolkovsky. 
Dismissed throughout his early 
years as a lunatic, he has not only 
envisioned many of the 
technological amenities we take for 
granted today, but, in one case — 
communications satellites — actual- 
ly invented them, He must have 
taken great pleasure in noting, in 
the afterword to 20/0, that “This 
book was written on an Archives III 
microcomputer with WorldStar 
software and sent from Colombo 
(Sri Lanka) to New York on one 
five-inch diskette. Last minute cor- 
rections were transmitted through 
the Padukka Earth Station and the 
Indian Ocean Intelsat V." 

Needless to say, Clarke's lutest is 
a sequel lo 200/: A Space Odyssey 
(1968), which has inspired more 
critical IMerature and speculation 
than any other SF package in 
history. Nor has any other book/film 


left quite so many questions un- 
answered. Why was astronaut Dave 
Bowman transformed into the Star 
Child? What were those monoliths 
really up to? Why did Hal kill off 
the crew? What happened to him 
ufler his cybernetic lobotomy? 


WHEN DAVE Bowman disup- 
peared into the Stargate back in 
2001, the spacecraft Discovery 
became a derelict, caught in an un- 
stuble orbit around Jupiler. Back on 
curth, the mission cume to be 
regarded us the plonter of the cen- 
tury, Heads roiled, and one of them 
belonged to National Council on 
Astronautics chairman Heywood 
Floyd, who resigned to take up the 
chaneellery ‘uf the University of 
Hawaii. But when it is learned that 
Discovery will burn up in the Jovian 
atmosphere in a mutter of years, the 
Russians and Americans mount u 
joint mission to salvage the 
Spacecraft. Both Floyd and Hal's 
mourning designer, Dr. 
Sivasubramanian Chandrasegaram- 
pillai, join the crew for the 30- 
month voyage. 

Bowman, meanwhile, is Noating 
around space trying to get his bear- 
ings. Life isn't easy, even for the 
lalest model in human evolution. 
An ethereal creature, he is still 
human enough to visit his senile 
mother in a sursing home and his 
old girlfriend in Crystal Springs. 
Speaking to her through the TV (a la 
Poltergeist), he asks if he might after 
all be the real father of her son. She 
says he is. When her husband 
returns home, she says, “You'll 
never believe this, José, but I've just 
lied to a ghost!" 

Elsewhere, among the moons of 
Jupiter (breathtakingly depicted ac- 
cording lo the photographs and data 
sent back by the Voyager space 
probes in 1979), the crew of the 
Alexei Leonov learn that a Chinese 
expedilion may beat them to the 
punch, Consequent developments 
include the discovery of fife on 
Europa, and the final transforma- 
tion of Jupiter into a new sun. 

Although most outstanding puz- 
ales ure solved in the end, a few are 


left over for yet another sequel — 
225; Odvssey 111 may cap a trilogy 
in a Tew years. Rights for a film ver- 
sion of 20/0 ure meanwhile being 
contested. 


CLARKE'S NEW book is well 
crafted, enptivating and far better 
than either Rendevous With Rama or 
The Fountains of Paradise. to name 
two of his earlier novels. Clarke's 
mysticism is replaced here by hard 
science and extrapolation. And in a 
neat switch from the film, the 
hurnsan characters ure more fleshed 
oul, while Hal takes the back seat, 
We learn that Floyd has marital 
problems and that Bowman's 
previous cool was due to the death 
of his older bruther in a diving mis- 
hap. 

Other neal touches — references 
mainly to our present — include 
complaints over the addition of an 
old-time SF film in the Alexei 
Leonov's video library and the in- 
vention of an archeologist whose 
cureer was almost ruined when he 
discovered the props of Star Wars 
buried in the Tunisian desert. 
Clarke's new novel should have won 
this year’s Hugo award instead of 
Asimov's Foundation’s Edge. 


PERHAPS THE MOST famous of all 
SF anthologies is Harlan Ellison's 
Dangerous Visions, which wus first 
published in 1967. Indeed, Barron's 
Anatomy af Wonder calls it “The 
best and most important single 
anthology of original SF work ever 
to appear.” 

Ellison, who is not one of my 
favourite people, though εἰ marvel- 
lous short story writer, attempled 
with this book lu rejuvenate a genre 
of taboos. Some of these stories 
have paled over the yeurs, but it's 
hard to deny their furee, Much of 
the Freedom now taken for granted 
hy SF writers probably resulted 
from the publication of this book, 

Berkley Books is therefore to be 
commended for reprinting 
Dangerous Visions in wu single trade 
paperbnek edition cover priced at 
$9.95, a 
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THE RECANATIS, Carassos and 
Juphets won't discuss it. Shaul 
Eisenberg won't even answer his 
phone. Ya'akov Meridor loathes it 
— so much so, he placed un ad in all 
the Hebrew papers denouncing it. 

What hotelier Haim Shiff has to 
say about it is virtually unprintable, 
But insurance tycoon Shlomo 
Eliyahu, never really “one of the 
boys,"’ reportedly greeted its 
publication with undisguised glee, 

Whatever the reaction, it’s selling 
like felafel. Only ten days after its 
publication in Hebrew, The 
Privileged: Israel's Moneved Nobility 
(published in Hebrew, by Cadim, 
Tel Aviv) went into its second 
printing. Moreover, charges of libel 
have nof been forthcoming, in- 
dicating a factual, if not in- 
lerpretational, basis to journalist 
Shlomo Frenkel's und economist 
Shimshon Bichler'’s new book. 

The subject of money, and more 
specifically the people who make 
great deals of it, has always 
fascinated those who don't. Hence 
the success of TV shows like Dallas, 
the popularity of Harold Robbins 
pulps, and ostensibly more serious 
works like Peter Newman's The 
Bronfman Dynasty. And the under- 
pinnings of the subject — an as- 
sumption that the doings of those 
infinitely better off than ourselves 
are particularly dirty, shrouded in’ 
mystery, und conspiratorial by 
definition — ure often very easy for 
us to live with. 

For otherwise, how can we cx- 
plain to ourselves and others that 
we ure nol super-weulthy? We like 
to think that the Protestant ethic is 
one we have left behind, that 
material well-being does not neces- 
sarily indieate God's grace, while 
the rest of us are eternally, und 
without much say in the matter, 
damned. 

Unfortunalely,*this mind-set may 
not reflect the truth of the matter, 
or ut leust, its complexities. 


IN THE CASE of a book like The 
Privileged, one would cither have to 
spend the two und a half years the 
authors invested in the book just to 
track down the sources und verily 
the incidents, or to find sumeone 
whose research led to oppasite con- 
clusi 


possible, [fad to content: myself 
with a φάτο δ reading of the book, a 
meeting with Frenkel, and brief 
conversations with people who have 
lived in this country for the last 40 
years or so, 

“The Privileged,” according to 
Frenkel, 36, include some 30 
families who purporledly own or 
control a large slice of the “means 
of production.’ According to 
Frenkel, they and perhaps another 
70 lesser families, aided by a “belt” 
of executives, bureaucrats, and 
politicians, feed you, house you, 


dress you, transport you, insure you, . 


and make a fortune out of every 
move you care to make.

hermetically sealed, preserving its 
_ wealth and power through carefully

‘Its founders, for the ‘most part, 
either ‘came to the- country ‘with:

Indeed, writes Frenkel, when 


Bank Discount founder Leon 
Recanati arrived in Palestine in 
1934, the harsh conditions that 
faced the “desert generation” 
were for him icing on the cake. 
While Europe staggered under a 
worldwide depression, with fluc- 
(uating interest rates, widespread 
unemployment, and threatening 
social unrest, Mandatory Palestine 
was rife with investment oppor- 
tunities. 

Profit margins then, he says, were 
especially promising in such areas 
as. citrus production, real estate, in- 
dustry, and, of course, banking. For 
this was the time when thousands of 
Jews fled Germany lacking perhaps 
in Zionist ideals, but well-lined 
financially, The consumers had ar- 
rived, and the 70-odd banks that 
opened up along the aptly-named 
Rothschild Boulevard in Tel Aviv 
were there to serve’ tHeir needs; so 
were ἃ host of importers. 


THE POST-36 economic hardship 
which ehveloped the land, he 
writes, did not bring lean times to 
all. For while many banks and 
businesses did fail, as they would 
during every period of fzena over 
the ensuing years, those with 
foresight or foreknowledge were 
able to benefit. 

Recanati, for instance, was able 
to buy out other banks and busines- 


"ses cheap, while a confectioner like 


Elite founder Abba Fromachenko 
was able to supply the persistently 
sweet teeth of the British army 
stationed in Palestine. ᾿ 

These business ties with the 
British continued even while the 
fight to force them out of the 

.country was on, 

Their justification, says Frenkel, 
was thal only thus could intelligence 
have been gained. But qniy thus 
could money have been earned 
hand over fist as well. 

Frenkel belleves that the 1948. 
War of Independence played the 
same role for Israe}'s nascent elites 
as did the French Revolution for 
the French bourgeoisie — those 
who had hovered close to the flame 
of power ultimately inherited it, 
And having done so, they have been - 
reluctant to share uny. So much 
80, sys Frenkel, that ideological or 
personal differences seldom were 
allowed to stand in the way of a 
quick profit or a political udvan- 
tage, 

“Money," he says, “is power, and 
Israel's financial nobility has never 
endured a problem buying. politi- 
cians, or rather, their influence,” 


.WHO BUYS politicians? I ask. 

“Let's talk in terns of influence," 
he insists, “Mr. Eisenberg is a 
regular customer. There's a Knesset 
member named Micha Reiser 
‘whom Mr. Eisenberg’s concern ap- 
polnted director of Ata textiles. As 
such, he can't accept a salary, but 
for the moment, his car and driver: 
suffice, 

.“Avruham Sharir, our minister of 
tourism, was given an office in Mr. 
Eisenberg’s rather lush Beit Asia in 
Tel Aviv. Some years ago Mr. 
Sharir sat on the Knesset Finance 
Committee, and took the un- 
precedented liberty of inviting Mr, 
Eisenberg’s top executive, Mickey 
Albin, to a meeting. This was at a 
time. when Albin had been at log- 
gerheads with the head of the stock 


exchange over the suitability of: 


some Eisenberg companies for pur- 
. poses of trading shares, 


‘meeting, It was announced that the 
new’ criterla“at the Bourse . wero 
oddly ‘symmetrical with Mr.

“Strangely, soon after the —

services of a lawyer, Moshe Shahal,

Shahal has consistently voted in 
favour of licensing companies 
owned, ironically, by Meridor." 


FOR FRENKEL, the case of 
Ya'acov Meridor is a special one, 
and he devotes considerable space 
in his book to the documentation of 
his often ineredible- exploits. 
Meridor, he thinks, rather bluntly, 
{hough imaginatively and often to 
absurdity, exemplifies the way the 
money game Is played in Israel. 
Meridor, according to Frenkel, has, 
over the years since 1948, sel up a 
series of companies which, almost 
without fail, have hit the skids, 
either through mismanagement or 
bad luck. And in almost each case 
of failure, he tells, the government 
has bailed him out, enriching him 
considerably in the process, 

The most outrageous example of 
this process, apparently, was the 
‘scandal concerning the Maritime 
Fruit Company, a mammoth finan- 
cial house of cards which, upon its 
collapse, had extracted over $1.6 bil- 
lion in government tunds and 
guarantees, According to Frenkel, 
Meridor's own investment, which 
gave him a sizeable block of shares 
in the company, amounted to about 
ten dollurs, . 

Nor did his involvement result in 
disgrace or impoverishment. Mr. 
Meridor carried on In fine style to 
singlehandedly cure the world’s 
.energy problems, not to mention 
the housing difficulties ‘of Palesti- 
nian refugees in Southern Lebanon, 
who were just ripe to buy his own 
mass-produced pre-fabs. 

“Mr. Meridor is by no means a 
crook,” insists Frenkel. “He simply 
represents the kind of action that 
goes on in this country on a daily 
basis, He, like his peers, knows 
precisely just which strings to pull, 
which rules to make, and which 
limits he can safely overlook. If you 
define him as crooked, then his 
whoie class is crooked, but more 
likely, the system is crooked." 

And how, I ask, dues ane account 
for the fact that a Labour govern- 
ment — the right wing of Mapui, 
albeit — could ulways be counted 
on helping out a former Etzel com- 
mander? 

“The assumption is,” he replies, 
“that this was Pinhas Sopir's way of 
gctting Meridor out of politics, thus 
alienating Begin within the Knesset, 
and Herut. And it worked 
inagnificently, Today we know 
Meridor's prolonged absence from 
politics was no great loss for Herut,- 
But who knew (that then?™ 

Frenkel also seems (o assume that 
class interests overrode ideclogical 
differences, a strange assumption 
when one considers that Begin was, 
for a long while, referred to in and 
out of the Knesset as ‘that man,” 
white hiss compatriots were 
studiously excluded from national 
affairs, Bul in his eyes, the ties 
reaped from living in the same 
neighbourhoods, going to the same 
schools, and participating in the 
‘great fight run deeper than any sub- 
sequent rifts.

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SUPERMARKET news does not 
usually make the front pages. Yet 
Super-Sol made the front page of 
this newspaper not once, bul twice 
last week — by launching its novel 
dollur-linked shopping coupons and 
by being the first major chain to in- 
troduve the Raful olive oil made by 
former chief of staff Rafuel Eitan. 
Even the Dry Bones cartoon last 
Friday was a parody on Super-Sol's 
“dollarization” vouchers. 
Super-Sol, which is celebrating its 
25th anniversary this month, has a 
history of making news in food 
retailing. [1 upened Israel's Tirst 
modern western-style supermarket 
in August 1958 on Ben Yehuda 
Street in Tel Aviv. Before that, 
there were small, self-service food 
stores, the fzarchanivat, run by the 
Histadrut's regional consumer 
cooperatives, but it was only in the 
‘60s that the co-ops built anything 
that could be called a supermarket. 

If one were listing differences 
between the country's two major 
commercial supermarket networks, 
Super-Sol might be described as the 
more imaginative and innovative. In 
a‘recent opinion poll commissioned 
by the chain itself, many customers 
cited “new ideas and new products” 
us ἢ major reason for shopping at 
Super-Sol, its president and general 
manager David Weinshall told the 
press when announcing the “Super- 
Fav" vouchers. 

He declined to disclose just 
whose idea it had been to sell, for 
shekels, coupons which will hold 
their value in dollar Lerms, and one 
is left to wonder whether it may 
have been inspired by Weinshall’s 
own background as former director- 
general of the Bank of Isracl. He 
has headed Super-Sol for two years. 

One of Lhe two top managers who 
has been with Super-Sol since its in- 
ception is Mordechai Kreiner, its 
vice-president and merchandising 
manager. Kreiner can rattle off a 
long list of claims of Super-Sol's 
“firsts” in the cetail food trade in 
Isrucl, in addition to the super- 
market concept itself. It pioncered 
uir conditioning for food stores, 
home delivery, deep-freezer equip- 
ment, aerated tanks for live carp, 
cardboard carlons for eggs, Wwrap-. 
ped bread, ready-grilled chickens, 
spices In shakers, plastic-bagge 
milk.

hears is that Super-Sol js “an expen- 


sive place to shop.” It has never 
claimed to be the cheapest place for 
every purchase. 

“Qur aim is to give value for 
money,” says Kreiner. He concedes 
that Super-Sol cannot compete 
with the open-air markets on fruit 
and vegetable prices nor can it 
generally undersell the semi- 
wholesale wine and liquor stores or, 
the discount stores specializing in 
household cleaning supplied. Bul he. 
denies that it is more expensive than ᾿ 
the comparable large modern 
supermarkets of competing com- 
merciat chains, which means, in ef- 
fect, those of the regional con- 
sumer cooperatives. 


NOT CONTENT with 
preconceived notions or other 
researchers’ spot surveys, I did 
some comparison shopping last 
week, armed with two trial shopping 
lists, One was composed by Miriam 
from our circulation department, 
the other by myself. Each consisted 
of 16 items, with quantities and 


_ brand-names, spanning the major 


categories in a supermarket. 


On a single morning, February : 


28, [ visited the Co-op Supermarket

balance in favour of one or the 
other, depending on what sales you 


happen to hit, or which store has 


most recently relabelled an item 
with its new inflationary price-tag. 


Also on-Februury 28, 1 took both 


sample lists along to the defence es- 
tablishment's Shekem supermarket 
on Ibn Gvirol and made an overall 
comparison of the 22 equivalent 
items from both lists, which were 
available at all three chains. This 
time Shekem came out cheapest of 
all, by about 10 per cent. The dil- 
ference between Co-op und Super- 
Sol was a mere I per cent, again in 


Super-Sol's favour. 

While some detractors try τὸ 
claim that Shekem's prices are not 
really lower, my experiment showed 
clearly that its standard 12.5 per 
cent discount on most items does in- 
deed make a sizeable difference in 
the total at the cash register. But it 
is not fair to compare Shekem, a 
closed-clientéle operation, with a 
regular supermarket open to the 
general public. ee 


1 PURPOSELY did my experiment 
in February, as it would not-be 
sporting to do it during March, 
when Super-Sol is offering many 
spectacular discounts in honour of 
its anniversary. A long list of items 
— close to 500 — has been reduced 
by 25 per cent for the occasion, with 
the manufacturers cooperating with 
the chain to permit such big savings. 
Elite instant coffee: is selling for 
1$296 per 200-gram tin, said to be 
less than’ what grocers pay for it 
wholesale. Super-Sol is offering this 
price on coffee only until March 12 
and is timiting sales to two tins per 
customer, lesi grocers: themselves 
buy up its entire stocks. The other 
specials last the whole month. 

As a birthday present, Carmel 
wines has made Super-Sol a 
specially-labelled batch of its brand- 
new Hiliulim (Revelry) wine, a light 
young red of the Beaujolais 
Nouveau type, and il is selling for 
1$270 instead of the list price of 
18357. On the label, Carmel states 
there is a legend in France that the 
original grapes for Beaujolais wines 
were brought from the Holy Land 
by the Crusaders, To my admittedly 


. non-professicnal ᾿ palate, Carmel’s 


new wine Is every bit as good as the 
Frehch-made Beaujolais Nouveau.l 
drank ‘in London this winter,

For its customers, Super-Sol is 
holding big pies ‘rafiles during the 
month. For its 1,800 employees and 
their: spouses, it has rented 
Jerusalem's Binyenei Ha’uma and 
hired the popular Gashash: enter- 
tainment troupe for a gala party. 

Not only at. home, but even 
abroad, Super-Sol has made a name 
for itself. Fhe store docs “hundreds 
‘of thousands of. dollars worth" of 
‘businéss annually in gift certificates 
which people abroad purchase for 
their friends and relatives in Israel 

prior to holydays, with orders com- 
ing from δὲ far afleld as Australla 
‘and Japan. The certificates are 
promoted in the world Jewish press 
and-even through synagogues.
